expected Southern filibuster against the civil rights laws. 


The W h ite Mouse lobby had been busy since the start of the 


session, putting the thum b on every possible D em ocrat to keep 
him in line to vote against filibuster*. A good deal of persuasion 
had been brought to bear on Republicans as well. 
Prospects 


were excellent that the anti-filibuster forces w ould be able to 
muster the two-thirds m ajority needed to push these rule am end ­ 
ments through. 


But when the President declared that a sim ple m ajority ought 


to be sufficient to m ake such changes in the rules the situation 
altered im m ediately.

A N Y a family home in recent years, has, to its own sur­ 
prise, found itself suddenly having to expand in a w ay it 
never dreamed it could to accommodate sons, daughters or 
relative* who would otherwise be homeless. 
Attics, even basements, have been turned into attractively 
livable apartments, end all kinds of other space has been found 
to be convertible into practical livin g quarters. 
Sometimes, just one room can be made available to an extra 
person or persons, and then, if each individual fam ily unit 
withes at least a reasonable degree of p rivacy, bedroom must 
double as living room, or liv in g room must be turned into sleep­ 
ing room at bedtime, according to how you thin k of the ar­ 
rangement. 
lf this happens to be the situation, there are things the home 
owner who ta handy w ith tools can do to make everybody hap­ 
pier. 
He might, for example, do as was done in the double-duty 
room shown here; that is, build in narrow bookcases at one end 
of the room so that an alcove is formed, then install folding 
screeni that shut off that end of the room into a bed alcove just 
deep enough to accommodate the length of the bed. A fa irly 
elaborate job has been done in the room pictured, w ith a lava­ 
tory dressing table and toilet, like those in a Pu llm an roomette, 
built in at one side of the bed alcove and a large w ard ro b e with 
sliding doors on the opposite side. T he com bination bed head­ 
board and twin night tables was built to order in this instance, 
but similar pieces are now available in many large stores that 
handle unpainted furniture and the like.
